were told that if they madly persisted in 
breaking down the wise protective sys- 
tem given to the country by the Whig 
party, and under which fcdustry had 
flourished and a!! interests had so greatly

Sub Treasury, their own party must 
abandon them. 
Those who could pre- 


tend to any unprejudiced knowledge of 
public sentiment foresaw and foretold 
this ; but they were unheeded.

It is said Gen. Taylor and other offi-

The account of the departure of Gen.

They held a meeting and the 
answer to his call was, Monterey was a 
town naturally easier of defence than 
Saltillo, that it was well fortified, and he 
had been diiven oul of it, therefore, they 
would not expose their families and prop- 
erty to certain injury and danger.

General then left, taking the road towards 
San Luis Potosi. 


Matamoras papers stale that the Mex- 


icans havu actually evacuated the uhole 
country tins side of San Luis Potosi.— 
They left behind forty dragoons lo de- 
stroy the fortifications at Les Mercestos, 
a strong pass on the Sallilio road, and six 
miles beyond the Rancho Madre. 
They 


have also dismantled Sallilio, destroying 
whatever might be of use to our army 
and which they could nol take away.—
